immediately  after  §  1490.8  (b)  (4)  the 
following  additional  provisions: 

(5)  The  set-aside  requirements  hereof 
shall  not  be  applicable  after  February  20, 
1945,  to  the  candy  bars,  candy  rolls,  and 
candy  packages  set  aside  by  a  manu- 
facturer during  October,  November,  and 
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December  1944  which,  on  or  prior  to  the 
aforesaid  date,  are  not  (i)  purchased  by 
a  governmental  agency,  or  (ii)  included 
in  a  contract  of  purchase  or  a  contract 
to  purchase  by  a  governmental  agency. 

(6)  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of 
this  order,  the  Director  may,  if  he  deems 
that  such  will  tend  to  effectuate  the  pur- 
poses of  this  order,  release  from  the  set- 
aside  provisions  hereof  any  candy  bars, 
candy  rolls,  or  candy  packages.

1.  By  deleting  the  provisions  of  §  1490.8 
<b>  (1)  and  inserting,  in  lieu  thereof,  the 
following: 

( 1 )  The  set-aside  quota  for  each  man- 
ufacturer of  candy  bars,  candy  rolls,  or 
candy  packages  shall  be  computed  as  fol- 
lows: The  respective  manufacturer  shall 
total  his  production  of  each  type  of 
candy  bar,  candy  roll,  or  candy  package 
during  the  period  from  January  1,  1944, 
to  June  30,  1944,  inclusive,  and  divide 
each  such  aggregate  total  production  fig- 
ure by  the  figure  6.  The  total  thus  ob- 
tained for  each  type  of  candy  bar,  candy 
roll,  or  candy  package  is  hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  the  "base  production  quan- 
tity" for  that  type  of  candy  bar,  candy 
roll,  or  candy  package.  The  respective 
manufacturer  shall,  during  the  calendar 
month  of  October  1944  and  each  calendar 
month  thereafter  through  March  1945, 
set  aside  out  of  his  production  during  the 
respective  calendar  month  and  there- 
after hold  for  sale  and  delivery  to  a  gov- 
ernmental agency  a  quantity  of  candy 
bars,  candy  rolls,  or  candy  packages 
equal  to  50  percent  of  the  base  production 
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quantity  for  such  manufacturer,  of  each 
type,  as  aforesaid,  of  candy  bars,  candy 
rolls,  and  candy  packages,  respectively, 
unless  otherwise  specifically  authorized 
by  the  Director.  Such  manufacturer  also 
shall,  during  the  calendar  month  of  April 
1945  and  each  calendar  month  there- 
after, set  aside  out  of  his  production  dur- 
ing the  respective  calendar  month  and 
thereafter  hold  for  sale  and  delivery  to 
a  governmental  agency  a  quantity  of 
candy  bars,  candy  rolls,  or  candy  pack- 
ages equal  to  35  percent  of  the  base  pro- 
duction quantity  for  such  manufacturer, 
of  each  type,  as  aforesaid,  of  candy  bars, 
candy  rolls,  or  candy  packages,  respec- 
tively, unless  otherwise  specifically  au- 
thorized by  the  Director.  In  the  event 
the  production  by  a  particular  manufac- 
turer is,  during  October  1944  or  any  sub- 
sequent calendar  month,  less  than  the 
amount  required  to  be  set  aside  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  hereof,  such  manufac- 
turer shall  set  aside  100  percent  of  such 
production. 

2.  By  deleting  the  provisions  of 
S  1490.8  (b>  (2)  and  inserting,  in  lieu 
thereof,  the  following: 

(2»  In  the  event  a  manufacturer  pro- 
duces subsequent  to  October  1,  1944,  a 
type  of  candy  bar,  candy  roll,  or  candy 
package  which  he  did  not  produce  dur- 
ing the  period  from  January  1,  1944,  to 
June  30,  1944,  inclusive,  he  shall  set  aside 
and  thereafter  hold  for  sale  and  delivery 
to  a  governmental  agency,  for  each  cal- 
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endar  month  in  the  period  September  30 
1944.  through  March  31,  1945,  during 
which  he  produces  such  type  of  candy 
bar,  candy  roll,  or  candy  packaRi .  50 
percent  of  his  production  of  such  type 
during  the  respective  calendar  month; 
and  he  shall  set  aside  and  thereafter  hold 
for  sale  and  delivery  to  a  governmental 
agency,  for  each  calendar  month  after 
March  31, 1945,  during  which  he  produces 
such  type  of  candy  bar,  candy  roll,  or 
candy  package,  35  percent  of  his  pro- 
duction of  such  type  during  the  respec- 
tive calendar  month.

The  War  Food  Administration  an- 
nounces that,  effective  April  1, 1945,  there 


will  be  a  reduction  from  50  percent  to  35 
percent  in  the  set-aside  percentage  of 
candy  bars,  rolls  or  packages  under  WFO 
115.  The  action  is  taken  in  amendment 
5  to  the  order. 


It  is  believed  that  the  new  percentage 
will  permit  the  Armed  Forces  to  procure 
sufficient  candy  bars,  rolls  and  packages 
to  meet  domestic  and  overseas  military 
needs.

Confectionery  Products  Set-Aside 
Cancelled 

War  Food  Order  115,  which  provides 
for  a  set-aside  of  candy  bars,  rolls  and 
packages  made  to  retail  at  5  cents,  is 
cancelled,  effective  April  1,  the  War  Food 
Administration  announces.  The  can- 
cellation, which  includes  the  reporting 
provisions  of  the  order,  came  after  fur- 
ther revisions  of  Armed  Forces'  procure- 
ment estimates  indicated  these  com- 
modities would  be  available  in  sufficient 
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candy  rolls,  or  candy  packages  and  may 
be  sold  or  disposed  of  only  to  a  govern- 
mental agency,  as  denned  in  War  Food 
Order  No.  115,  as  amended.  A  quantity 
of  candy  bars,  candy  rolls,  or  candy 
packages  set  aside  as  aforesaid  may, 
however,  upon  rejection  by  a  govern- 
mental agency,  be  sold  or  disposed  of  to 
civilian  outlets. 

With  respect  to  violations,  rights  ac- 
crued, liabilities  incurred,  or  appeals 
taken  under  said  War  Food  Order  No. 
115,  as  amended,  prior  to  the  effective 
time  of  this  termination  order,  all  pro- 
visions of  said  War  Food  Order  No.  115, 


quantities  through  normal  trade  chan- 
nels. 

After  the  effective  date  manufacturers 
are  no  longer  required  to  set  aside  any 
of  their  production  for  procurement  by 
the  Armed  Forces.  All  procurement  for 
the  military  services  will  be  handled 
direct  with  manufacturers. 

Termination  of  WFO-115  supersedes 
the  recent  amendment  No.  5  to  the  order 
which  reduced  the  set-aside  from  50  to 
35  percent  and  which  was  also  to  have 
become  effective  April  1.  This  makes  a 
total  of  73  War  Food  Orders  that  have 
been  terminated. 
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as  amended,  in  effect  prior  to  the  effec- 
tive time  of  this  termination  order  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  any  proper 
suit,  action,  or  other  proceeding  with  re- 
gard to  any  such  violation,  right,  liability 
or  appeal.

The  cancellation  of  the  terms  of 
WFO-115  does  not  release  manufac- 
turers from  their  responsibilities  under 
the  Order  during  the  period  previous  to 
April  1.  All  provisions  of  the  Order  re- 
main in  full  force  and  effect  up  to  April 
1.  All  candy  bars,  rolls,  or  packages  set 
aside  at  the  effective  time  of  such  ter- 
mination shall  continue  to  be  held  as  set- 
aside  candy  bars,  rolls,  or  packages,  and 
may  be  sold  or  disposed  of  only  to  a  gov- 
ernmental agency.  Upon  rejection  by  a 
governmental  agency,  such  may  be  sold 
in  civilian  outlets. 
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
